Wolscloy, of Egypt, 


has made hfs way from tho lowest 


to tho highest rank solely by his merits 
and genius, An Irishman by birth, his 
origin, Tf not actually humble, was at 
least not high in social scale. 


Ton years ago, tho name of Garnet 


Wolscley was quite unknown beyond tho 
limits of tho British army. 
To-day ho 


is tho most distinguished living English 
warrior; and wo cannot doubt that, at 
liis ago, ho may look forward to yet 
greater achievements and higher honors. 
If ho lives, ho is likoly to be at least an 
onrl and a field marshal. 


Lord Wolsoloy mainly served as a 


stall' ofllcer until ho won a general com- 
mand. 
Yet he has been more actively 


engaged in warlike enterprises, ami has 
seen more active service, lluvn any liv- 
ing English soldlur. At tho ago of forty 
ho found himself a major-general, this 
being, in the British army, the noxt 
grade above n colonel. Ho had risen 
rapidly from ono staff appointment to 
another, from assistant engineer to ad- 
jutant-general; but every promotion waa 
awarded ns a result of his ability and 
success, and not by reason of wealth or 
social influence. 


Tho world first hoard of him in the 


brief, brilliant campaign which ho made 
eovcn or eight years ago, in Ashantoc. 
Thoro ho held tho chief command of tho 
army which so quickly and completely 
defeated King Coffee and his sable 
forces. Wolsoloy's conduct of that cam- 
paign was so signally ablo, that when 
tho revolt of Ardbi broke out in Egypt 
lost summer, ho was at onco designated 
as tho man of all others to subduo it, 


Tho brief Egyptian war is too recent 


to need any description, 
Sullloo it to 


say that Gen. Wolsoloy not only con- 
firmed, but 
increased, 
his military 


fume. 
His plans were comprehensive 


and complete, and wero carried out to 
tho letter. 


Leaving England lato in August, ho 


declared that ho would return and dino 
at his club on tho fifteenth day of Sop- 
tombor. 


Curiously enough, the battle of Tel- 


ol-Kobir,. in which ho utterly demolished 
Arabi, and ended the war, took place on 
that vory day; and although Wplseloy 
did not dine in Londo'n, ho showed by 
his playful boast how porfoct were hfs 
plans, and how exact were his calcula- 
tions of tho time it would tako him to 
put down tho revolt. 


Lord Wolsoley has not only won a 


gen oral's epaulets and a baron's coro- 
net, but a splendid grant from Parlia- 
ment of two hundrpu and fifty thousand 
dollars. England deals generously with 
her successful soldiers, and Lord Wolsc- 
ley has probably not enioyed tho last 
of tho rowards of his valor and cour» 
ago.

Upon tho recommendation of Super- 


intendent Snowdon, of tho Mint, tho 
Secretary of tho Treasury has approved 
a change in tho devices, inscriptions 
and diameter of tho o-cont nickol-cop- 
por coin, 


Tho present coin was issued under 


act of Congress approved May 0,1806, 
and rmwlo tho weight ftvo grammes and 
tho diameter two centimeters. 


This was tho ilrst attempt iu tho his- 


tory of our coinage to proscribe by 
law tho diameter of a coin, This had 
always boon left to tho discretion of tho 
mint oflkials, whoso judgment could 
bo bettor trusted than that of Congress- 
men, who of necessity have but lituo ox- 
port skill or knowledge on such subjects, 
jccts. 


Tho result of this attempt was tho 


issue of a coin without duo proportion 
of thiokijoss to diameter—without so- 
nority or ring, and devoid of boauty. 


Tho object of this unusual legislation 


was an attempt on tho part of tho ad- 
vocates of tho metric system to make 
coin useful in educating tho public 'to 
a knowledge and acceptance of the me- 
tric system in our daily transactions. 
This attempt to educate by legislation 
has proven a signal failure. As tho 
law mid to allow of a divergence of 
two grains above and below tho pre- 
scribed standard, it was inaccurate and 
unreliable as a weight; and as tho di- 
ameter qf tho coin could not bo made 
uniform, owing to a want of uniform 
ductility of tho nioklo-oopper alloy, it 
was obviously no standard to uso as n 
measure, 


Tho devices on tho coin were also un- 


artistic. Tho shield on tho obverse was 
mado so largo as to crowd tho othci 
work and compel tho uso of very small 
figures 5n tho dato, and a very narrow 
border around tho periphery of tho 
piece. The motto: "In God Wo Trust," 
abovo tho shield, was forced HO neai 
tho edge of tho coin as to excite appro* 
lionsions thatitwquld not bo able to 
hold its place. 


To remove thcso defects, and also to 


make tho inscription and devices con- 
form to the requirements of tho coin- 
age act of 1873 and to good typo, Colo- 
nolSnowdon prepared and submitted 
to tho Secretary of tho Treasury a ooln 
of increased diameter and new devices, 
inscriptions, etc. 


Tho coin is to be tweaty-one milli- 


meters iu diameter. Oa tho obverse it 
a classical hood of Liberty, with tho In- 
scription "Liberty" on the tiara, and 
tho dato below, and all surrounded by 
thirteen stars. On the reverse of the 
ooln Is tho Roman numerical, indicat- 
ing tho denomination of the coin' »ur- 
rounded 
by a beautifully 
arranged 


wreath composed of cotton, wheat and 
corn, products of the country, and all 
surrounded by the inscriptions, "United 
States of America" anil "B Plurjbu* 
Unmn,"

The coin is a groat improvement on 


its predecessor, and 5« beautiful in iti 
design and execution, and reflects cred 
it upon tho tiisto nnd skill of the offi 
cers of the Mint.—

MIXING ACCIDENT. 


One of tho most horrible accidents in 


all the records of coal mining occured 
r.ear Wilmington, III., last Friday. The 
Surface wator from an old Mnk hole 
broke through and caused a general 
caving In of the thaft, In which seveniy- 
flve men snd one or two boys were at 
work, and alxty-nlno men and one boy 
w«ro drowned, 
Tho water flood all 


parts of the mine instant.y, and only 
three or four out of the whole force es- 
caped. Tho water quickly reached a 
depth of sixteen feet in the mouth of 
the shaft, or ten feet above the top o» 
the room In which the miners were 
working. Tbo scenes which followed 
the accident aro almost Indescribable. 
Men, women and children were almost 
frantic with grief over the disaster 
which robbed i hem of (hose they held 
moat dear. Thirty-three of the miners 
leave widows, In some casei the hus- 
band and from one t.) three -mtnora 
were lost. Fathers were loat In trying 
to save their sons and sons In trying to 
save their father or brother. The roof 
of tho mine wa» very low and when the 
water rushed I n w I th the force of a tor- 
rent the men wcro thrown from their 
feet and carried away. 
They were 


drowned oc beaten to death against the 
roof snd sides of tho fatal mine. 
The 


miners when warned esosped by wad- 
ng through water up to their nocks (n 
many places, as tho tunnels dipped with 
the coal and tbo surface Is uneven, Ono 
man only escaped at the main shaft, 
tie others escaped by ladders at an air 
shaft 150 fee*; from the main Shaft. The 
icones about tho shaft were very touch- 
ng, The wives and children of the 
miners gathered at the ihitt wringing 
holr hands and looking anxiously for 
ho faces of father and son.

bent over tho shaft as her husband 
.limbed the ladder with tholi young 
on dead In his arms.

her arms to receive him, but the father 
ell exhausted and was not soon air, tin,

INSANITY AND DEATH, 


A tragedy, which began In Rastrop, 


Texas, and ended In this olty, came to 
light hero yesterday, says Sunday's 
Now York Herald.

Jaoob Ross Qreeaa was until a month 
ago a thriving young man in tho town 
named, in Texas.

About five years 
ago his wife, after a severe attack of 
Ulnesoi betrayed evidences of mental 
trouble,

abort tlmt', whoa she apparently re- 
gained her usual health.

raMdle of last month the wife again 
began to talk and act queerly, and tho 
fears of tho husband wero onco more 
aroused, He became more assiduous 
in his attentions to her and was careful 
to bo in Dor company as much as possi- 
ble, fearing sho might do herself bodily 
harm. 
On the morning of the 18tU 


ot January tbo mother prepared the 
ohlldron tor achool at an hour earlier 
that* that to which they wero accustom- 
ed. The little ones demurred to being 
gent off 10 oarly, but tho mother foalst- 
ert and they finally started for tho 
schoolhouse.

Then tbe unfortun- 
ate maniac—for such she bad become— 
proceeded to carry out tbe purpose 
which abe had evidently been planning, 
Seizing a large lamp, full of oil, which 
stood upon the mantel, she poured its 
content! over her head and saturated 
her clothing with tho iniUmmabie 
fluid,

match, and in an Instant wai a O»MS 
of names.

hearing the agonl^d ecreams olthe 
unfortunate lady, hurried up theitalra, 
but when she tried to enter the room 
lound the door looked, Tbo poor do- 
ranged mind had laid its plan well, 
Mr. Greene, too, heard the shrieks, 
and his heart, at once alHgtve blrn.

Since the raising ol 
the license the number of saloons 
has been doer eased one-half from 
what it was when the license was 
low. The character of the saloons 
has been improved in like propor- 
tion. Disreputable men have boon 
forced out of the business.

tramps, 


vagrants 
and 
loafers 
hanging 


about saloons and stealing oat at 
night to waylay, assault and rob 
citizens on the streets. 
Those who 


will drink go to the saloons in an 
open and public manner, take their 
flwigB and go about their business. 
There is no concealment, no rowdy- 
ism, and the open and orderly char- 
acter of the saloon prevents the dis- 
reputable and lawless proceeding 
which go on behind screens and in 
back rooms in low-license and no- 
license towns." 


What other proof our contributor 


may desire we know not. We have 
never claimed that It would wipe 
out the evil entirely; nor do we ex. 
pect to satisfy the prohibitionists, 
who have wrapped in their soult the 
quintessence of goodness ; but we do 
know that prohibition has proved a 
failure whi re tried, and we believe 
it impossible to adopt it in Ohio. 
If it la attempted a Democratic vie- 
tory it sure to ensue, and, while we 
doubt not this would be pleating -to 
many members ofthlt "long line" 
of angelic orcaturet who aro clamor- 
ing for prohibition, we are most em- 
phatically opposed to gratifying 
them.

Baldwins in most common demand, 
While th!-. apple is a good keeper, its 
quality, every one knows, is inferior to 
many varieties that might be named, 
However, our orchard should consist 
largely of I laid win trees. 


AM. cattle that are being fattened 


this winter need to he kept warm and 
have the greatest possible amount of 
rest 
Indeed, this is true also of 


milch cows, as well. Too violent ex- 
ercise causes a too rapid decomposi- 
tion of fat—a thing to be guarded 
against. 
Cattle that stand shivering 


with cold half the time'cannot get fat 
or produce much milk. 


IN planting an orchard, thoroughly 


plow and 
pulvcrixe the whole field 


and work manure into the soil as for 
a grain crop. It can hardly be too 
rich; only avoid putting tho manure 
in contact with the roots of the trees. 
Set the trees about as (loop as they 
grew in the nursery rows; many die 
out from too deep setting. 
Fill all the 


interstices of the roots with fine soil 
and tramp it clown carefully around 
them. 
It is better to mulch heavily 


than 
to water frequently in dry 


weather. 


loose more than one shcq) to the 
hundred (barring the losses by dogs) 
something has been 
neglected. It 


may have been in not closely sorting, 
or in trying to winter more sheep 
than yon had room or feed for. 
Do 


not neglect to salt at least once each 
week, adding ashes to the salt, and 
choose the proper time; not a cold 
day, but the opposite. The present 
winter has been a very fine one for 
out-door feeding, and 
I find that 


sheep are doing well. 


Also, now is the proper lime to 


look to your sheep sheds, make your 
sheep house tight and put in the nec- 
essary windows for light and ventila- 
tion. 
You waat you sheep house so 


that you are the master, and this you 
cannot be while it is left open without); 
light and ventilation. Again, do no 
neglect to have the manure cleaned 
out at least once every four or five 
sveeks, and do not crowd one hun- 
dred sheep into only space enough for 
half 
that number.

done, and 
results in 
the sheep 


coming out deseased, whereas 
the 


sheep if sensibly housed will gain in 
flesh and be no more liable to disease 
than otherwise. 
Do as a friend of

can conveniently stand, then

Management of Snoop 


One would almost think that enough 


had been said and 
written on the 


subject of how to successfully manage 
a Hock of sheep. 
Probably there has 


been enough preaching done to con-! 
vert the world, and that the preach- 
ers might just as well seek some other 
avenue of usefulness. But so long as 
men raise sheep and grow wool the 
question of how to successfully do it, 
will be in order. 


I need hardly say that many shep- 


herds advocate and practice housing 
sheep, while others seem to be almost 
equally successful in not hoiking, and 
hence I do not condemn either method 
but will endeavor to render some help 
to each party; for say what you will 
each 
method 
has 
its advanta- 


ges, 
and 
also 
its serious disad- 


vantages. 
No man can question but 


that the sheep exposed to the storms 
need more grain and hay and fodder 
than the one carefully and judiciously 
housed. 
Ordinarily one bushel of 


corn to the hundred sheep is suffi- 
cient, with all the hay or corn fodder 
they will eat. 
In cold, dry weather 1 


feed a little more than in moist, or 
warm 
weather. 
All 
ages of 


sheep do not do weir fed together 
We have found that lambs and year- 
lings do not generally do well if fed to- 
gether. 
All of the old sheep should 


be separated from the main flock, and 
given an extra handful of grain. 


I have frequently been asked if [ 


liked shock corn as iced for sheep. 
I 


answer I do. 
I have never found 


anything to equal it, 
Kven if the 


corn is not very good sheep will eat 
it. 
As I have before remarked, gi 


them plenty. Now is the time to in- 
crease your weight of carcass and 
fleece. 
You know that February and 


March are 
oftentimes 
the 
worst 


months for winter wheat. So it 
with sheep, and they must not be 
neglected now, but you must redouble 
your energies and try and get your 


sheep through on 'a- loss of one per 
cent. That is enough, and if you 


Homo Made Fertilizers. 


The following suggestions from the 


Commissioner of Agricultuie of Ten- 
ncssee are worthy of consideration: 


"A great many bones arc wasted on 


every farm that make valuable manure 
and are easily prepared for use. Let 
a barrel be devoted to the bones, and 
whenever n bone is thrown into it, 
cover it up with unleached ashes. 
Let the barrel stand in the weather, 
and in a few months the bones-will be 
so fragile that they rnfy be easily 
broken and converted into an adulter- 
ated bone dust better than can be 
bought at any of the agricultural 
stores. 
Or, if he cannot wait for this 


slow process, they are easily burned 
and crushed. 
In making soap much 


fine phosphate of lime is thrown out 
in the shape of half-eaten bones and 
in lye. 
Soapsuds arc also a fine ad« 


dition to the manure of compost 
heaps, 
In these are found not only 


the okalicsof soda and potash, bin. al- 
so much nitrogenous matter in the 
shape o( grease. 
All these assist in 


enriching our heap. 
No farmyard is 


without tha best guano. 
It is true 


the guano from the shops is from sea 
birds, whose food is fish, but the guan 
of the chicken house Is exceeding! 
valuable and well worth saving. Mix- 
ing with soil or ashes and sowing it 
over a garden plat rather thinly—for 
t is very rich—its effects are seen to 
the row. 
However, the dung of 


fowls and especially of pigeons, is best 
applied in the form of solution. It is 
to apt to burn up the plant in this 
manner, 
One part of manure to ten 


parts of water will make a fine wash 
for vi»es or fruit trees; it is unexcelled. 
Another addition to the heap is skins 
carrion, eithei of animals or fowls, 
scales of fishes, hair, hoofs; in fact 
every kind of animal substance that 
may come within reach that is worth- 
less. 


How to Heat the Oo'lar. 


Noticing the radiation' of heat 


from a common kerosene lamp, it oc- 
curred to me that one or more placed 
upon a cellar bottom might serve to 
raise and maintain the temperature 
above the freezing point. 
Repeated 


trials have proved perfectly successful 
One cellar in which the temperature 
has often 
fallen to 27 degreed ha? 


been kept from freezing by the use 01 
one or sometimes two lamps* f0r a few 
hours at a time on 'the coldest days 
the temperature having been raised to 
35 degrees in a short time, with little 
trouble or expense. 
There has been 


no clanger from fire, as it has not 
been 
found necessary to keep the 


lamps binning during the night. 
In 


this way, by the use of not more than 
one gallon of oil, I have been ab e to 
preserve fruit and vegetables in a eel 
Jar that in years past has been useless 
as a store room except in mild weath- 
er. As fruit keep* best with me In a 
dry, cool cellar, the above method has 
proved very convenient for maintain- 
taining just the temperature desired.— 
Mirror and Fanner. .
